the extensive development of hy- 
dro-electric power in Canada, many 
of these stations employ motor 
driven pumps, in some cases, sup- 
plemented by gasoline engine driven 
standbys. Some of the larger 
plants, however, as in Toronto, are 
equipped with geared steam turbine 


driven pumps, while a few derive 
their motive power from hydraulic 
turbines. A number of the elec- 
trically driven pumping units have 
shown over-all efficiencies from 
water to water of 86 per cent and 
over, one having reached 87.2 per 
cent on the official test. Large 
scale sectional drawings point out 
improved features of design in the 
several classes of centrifugal pumps 
adapted for water works and in- 
dustrial service.

General Electric Company: 
Their News-Bureau at Schenec- 
tady reports as follows: Large Deep 
Well Pump for Reno, Nevada, 
Water Supply—One of the largest 
deep well pumps for city water 
supply in this country was recently 
put in operation near Reno, to 
supply domestic water to Sparks, 
Nevada, and part of Reno. Tests 
showed an output from the one 
pump of 5,500,000 gallons of water 
per day. e new pump was 
needed to solve a long-existent 
problem of water shortage. The 
well, just outside of Reno, was 
drilled by the Western illi 
Company of Carson City for the 
Sierra Pacific Power Company. 
The pump is a Western make, 
known as a deepwell turbine, and 
is driven by a 400-horsepower 
General Electric motor, turning at 
1200 r.p.m. 


Ludlow Valve Manufacturing

Pomona Pump Company, Po- 
mona, Calif.: An increase of 10,025 
gallons of water per minute will be 
added to the water supply con- 
sumed by the City of Los Angeles 
with the installation of 6 Pomona 
Turbine Pumps. The Bureau of 
Water and Power has placed a 
contract with the Pomona Pump 
Company of Pomona for delivery 
of 6 Unidrive Pumps to be in- 
stalled at Kearsarge to produce 
various capacities of water with 
lifts ranging from 48 to 110 ft. 
These pumps will be installed in 
wells in the Mono Basin where the 
City of Los Angeles recently pur- 
chased valuable water-bearing prop- 
erty. A unique feature of these 

ps is the fact that no oil will 
used below the surface, the shaft- 
ing being water lubricated by a 
series of special bearings. The 
water will be pumped into the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct. The flow of the 
Owens River which furnished the 
famous Los Angeles Aqueduct with 
water is insufficient to supply the 
inhabitants of Los Angeles with 


water, with the result that moder 
turbines are necessary to pump water 
from land purchased by the Gity on 
the eastern slope of the Sierra Ne. 
vada Mountains. Several score of 
pumps are now in operation through. 
out Owens Valley, tapping the sub. 
terranean depths of water.
